** This afternoon from 14:00 to 15:00 UTC, you can work all the radio amateurs 
in the Northern Cape during the ZS3 Sprint. It is a phone and CW contest on 
the 40-metre band and the exchange is a RS or RST report and provincial or 
country abbreviation. 


Scoring for non-ZS3 stations - contacts with stations in ZS3 are worth 2 points 
and contacts with stations in own or other ZS call areas (excluding ZS3) or 
Southern African countries are worth 1 point. Scoring for ZS3 stations - contacts 
with stations in ZS3 are worth 1 point and contacts with stations in other ZS 
call areas or Southern African countries are worth 2 points. 


Contacts with the Northern Cape Amateur Radio Club, ZS3NC, Namaqua- 
land Aero Sport Association, ZS3FLY, the Kalahari Karoo Amateur Radio 
Club, ZS3ARK, or the Sutherland Amateur Radio Club, ZS30BS, are worth 5 
points each. Only one contact per station is allowed. Log sheets must reach 
zs3ncQ@qsl.net by 10th May. A certificate will be awarded to the Ist, 2nd and 
3rd place in the competition.
